In the second story of the place was 
stored oil, paint and varnish beloriging to 
the sign company and this only addcd fury 
to the flames. On account of this the fire- 
men “ould not enter the second story and 
were prevented from making an effectual 
fight here. ‘ 

Taken altogether the firemen did a good 
piece of work in keeping the fire down as 
long as they did. Had the fire been dis- 


covered a few minutes sooner the entire : 


building and the stock'contained in it could 
have been sived. 
Camp Bros. & Co. Burned Out. 

The fire did great damage to the stock of 
Camp Bros. & Co., wholesale flour, grain 
and hay dealers. This store carried the 
largest stock of any in the building. 

Councilman Milton Camp, a member of 
the firm, estimated the value of his stock 
at something over $15,000. The company 
had just unloaded twelve car loads of 
produce within the last two or three days 
and all of this was damaged to a greater or 
less extent. 

The loss was perhaps fully covered by 
insurance. Mr. Camp was not certain of 
the exact amount of insurance he carried, 
but thought it something over $6,000. The 
younger Camp thought that this amount 
very nearly covered the value of the-gtock 
owned by his company.. 

The stock consisted of four car loads of 
corn, just arrived, four cars of oats, one 
car of bran and one car load of flour. Be-

o’clock this morning. 

The fire was discovered in the commis- 
sion house of Dodge & Heard and had 
gained considerable headway when the fire 
department was, made aware of its exist- 
ence. It burned from 10:30 until after 3 
“o'clock. The total loss to building and 
stock will be about $35,000, covered by in- 
surance. 

The fire originated in the basement of the 
Dodge & Heard Company and burned 
fiercely to the front part of the building. In 
this basement is stored hay, grain and lard 
and the fire must have been burning in this 
for almost a half an hour before the smoke 
was discovered issuing from the front of 
the building. | 

The alarm was turned in at 10:30 o’cloc 
by Fireman Frartik Cooley, who was sit- 
over | ting in front of No. 1 engine house and 

4 saw smoke coming from the front of the 

building. He ran to the door of the place 

and saw dense smoke curling. about on the 
inside. .. : we 

The front doors were forced in, but the 
fire could not be found there. A gang of 
men were dispatched to the rear and broke 
in the doors of Camp Bros. and Dodge & 
(Heard. Wheh the doors fell in flames and 
smoke came from the building, a@riving the 
firemen back. The basement was a fur- 
nace of fire. 

In a very short while ten etreams of 
water were pouring into the ill-fated 
building, but they seemed to have little 
effect. The flames crept about between the 
bales of hay and all the efforts of the fire- 
men failed to extinguish them. The smoke 
was dense and black and was so suffo- 
cating that the firemen could not approach 
within fighting distance of the building. 
When they did get on the inside the flames 
could not be found. They would not break 
out and though the smoke beeame denser, 
the water failed to reach the blaze. 

For three hours the firemen made a he- 
roic struggle with the flames. The weath- 
er was extremely hot and they wore them- 
selves out in their attempt to save the 
building. Chief Joyner said that the fire 
was the strongest and toughest that he 
has éver fought in his experience in At- 
lanta. He was never able to tell whether 
or not he had the fire under control until

Washington, June 17.—The senate made 
greater progress today on the tariff bill 
than any day since the debate opened. 
Two entire schedules, covering twenty 
pages, were completed. They are sched- 
ules. H on spirits, wines and beverages, 
and schedule I on manufactured cotton 
goods. 

This brings the senate to the flax sched- 
ule with the important wool schedule 
standing next.

WOR DELIBERATE ON WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


The Stewards Adopt a Resolution Per- 
mitting the Ladies To Use Room 
for Religious Purposes Only. 


The board of stewards of Trinity church 
has decided to allow the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union to use the room of 
the board, provided the union meetings be 
confined to the discussion of temperance 
and religious questions.

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“Mcdern Historical Criticism.’ 

In referring yesterday to Professor 
Trent’s recent volume, mention was 
made of the fact that a prominent 
southern newspaper had suggested the 
abolition of the chair filled by him at 
the University of the South. Mention 
was also made of the fact that the legis- 
lature of Texas was about to engage in 
the work of “investigating” Professor 
Houston, of the State university, who 
has written a monograph on “nullifica- 
tion” in which he takes issue with the 
views of the “nullifiers.” 

Protesting that we are not familiar 
with the affairs of the Texas university, 
and cannot therefore say what grounds. 
there are for “investigating” the fac- 
ulty, we may nevertheless venture to 
suggest that the whole business opens 
wide the door to ridicule. We need not 
inquire what earthly (or unearthly) 
reason led Professor Houston to dig up 
nullification to make it the subject of 
attack. That is one of the mysteries to 
be understood only by those who are 
now supposed to be writing history in 
accordance with the demands of the 
modern scientific method. We have 
heard a good deal of talk about this 
“modern scientific method,” but its re- 
gults so far lack the splendor of its 
promises. 

This fact, however, furnishes no ex- 
cuse for the peculiar attitude of the 
Texas legislature, nor for the sugges- 
tion that Professor Trent’s chair be 
abolished. In short, there is no reason, 
in this day and time, why any intelli- 
gent southerner should grow hot in the 
‘collar (as the phrase goes) over unsym- 
pathetic allusions to nullification or se- 
cession. An exhibition of wrath is al- 
together out of place. It is too stagey. 
Nobody really cares about nulli- 
fication or secession. These ideas have 
had their day and have departed. 

What is really necessary at the south 
is that we should have a higher grade 

of literary criticism than now exists. 
We do not care whether it is modern or 
“scientific” so long as it is sensible and 
scholarly. Assuredly, the abolitien of 
university chairs and investigations of 
mniversity faculties do not constitute 
criticism of any kind.. We need a 
. wholesome change in the tone and tem- 
per of those who feel that they were 
born to defend southern “institutions” 
and southern “traditions” from unsym- 
pathetic publicists. 


We need this sort of criticism here 
much worse than we need southern lit- } 


- @rature. Mere controversy never es- 
tablished the truth. For our part, we 
__ have never been able to see that the 
_ South needs any defense. The seeds of 
- ‘secession were planted when the gov- 
_ @rnment was framed. The sprouts were 

rooted in New England, and nourished 

irto blossom and fruit in the south. 
_ Whether the results thereof are due to 


_ divine order is a question which “sci- 
entific” history will not concern itself 
with; but it is a question that belongs 
to the higher grade of criticism, both 
Iitterary and political, which we hope 
to see established in the south. .

and their affairs, of parties and their 
purposes, of history and its aims, of 
literature and its ends. Assuredly a 
southern man who cannot discover a 
certain humorous charm in (let us say) 
the diary of old Uncle John Adams, 
lacks the true spirit of criticism, which 
is appreciation in its highest sense, and 
is unable successfully to defend attacks 
made on his “institutions” and “tradi- 
tions.” On every page of his diary, 
John Adams discharges his venom at 
southern men and southern manners, 
and yet it is possible for a southern 
man to read it with a humorous appre- 
ciation of the portrait the diarist paints 
of himself—a somewhat degrading pic- 
ture it is true, but how microscopically 
human! 

Now the spirit and temper we are 
sneaking of is absolutely necessary to 
the truth of history. The truth will be 
absolutely established in time, but be- 
fore it is established the atmosphere of 
criticism needs to be clarified. To ac- 
complish this it is essential that there 
should be a decided change of tone and 
temper among those who set themselves 
up as guides and teachers, and a critic 
is less than nothing if he be not a 
teacher. 

Being now arrived at our present 
State of development as a republic, it is 


should shrink from the truth, or be- 
tray irrifation at the spitefulness of 
small men, or fall into unseemly wran- 
gles over the willfulness of partisan 
spirits. Let us say that these things 
are human; but is it not human, also, 
to reason, to cultivate toleration and to 
acquire a cheerful philosophy? If they 
are not human, then let us make haste 
to rise above our purely human instincts 
and achieve a friendly acquaintance 
with these qualities that belong to our 
higher natures. 

We set no great store by what is said 
in behalf of “the best methods of mod- 
ern historical criticism.” Let it be as 
modern as day after tomorrow, or as 
scientific as the goose egg that is the 
sole product of evolution up to date, and 
yet it will be worthless if it lacks the 
warmth, the glow, the information, 
that goes hand in hand with the appre- 
ciation that springs from sympathy with 
all the events and characteristics of life. 

Meanwhile, until. such historical crit- 
icism makes its appearance, it will be 
wise for editors and legislators to allow 
their educators and their historians to 
go forward untrammeled and unfetter- 
ed. They do not constitute an element 
of danger to any tradition that is worth 


preserving. 
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A Contrast. 

It is curious to note the sharp con- 
trast between editors. who would be 
democrats if they called their souls 
their own, and a fearless independent 
man like Chauncey F. Black, of Penn- 
sylvania—a worthy son of a distin- 
guished sire. Mr. Black is famous as a 
democratic leader, and his eminent ser- 


‘ vices to the cause and his high charac- 


ter are known to democrats throughout 
the country. 


be democratic in order that they may 
aid the republicans from the inside, are 
in a state of alarm over the prospect 
that the democratic platform will be 
reaffirmed and reindorsed by the various 
conventions to be held this year.

This is the opinion of a so-called

hear what a real democratic leader has 
to say on the subject; let us hear from 
Hon. Chauncey F. Black, president of 
the Association of Democratic Clubs: 

Tho Chicago convention, which nom!- 
nated William Jennings Bryan for presi- 
dert, marked an era in the history of 
American politics as distinct as the eras 
of 1776, 1800, or 1860. The declaration made 
by that now historic assemblage was aptly 
and justly denominated a second Declara- 
tion of Independence. It was a bold, clear, 
fearless assertion of the natural and legal 
rights of the common people to the en- 
joyment of their own property and the 
pursuit of their own happiness in their 
own way, as against privilege and class, 


and subject only to the needs of govern- 
ment economically administered. 


The contrast between the two utter- 
ances, however, is not nearly so great 
as that which exists between the men 
who are responsible for them.. We need 
say no more on that score. 

The democratic platform is indeed 
a new declaration of independence— 
an application of pure democratic prin- 
ciples to the new conditions that re- 
publican class legislation has called in- 
to existence. The only objection to 
that platform comes from those who 
are the beneficiaries of this class legis- 
lation, and the pretentious but feeble 
revolt from the party was led by those 
who are under the influence of the ben- 
eficiaries. 

The democratic platform will be in- 
dorsed by democrats everywhere, and 
should the democratic leaders of New 
York city fail to do their duty in this 
matter, they will deserve defeat.

the hands of the powers for adjustment. 


While the sultan desires that each of 
his demands be carried out to the let- 


ter, he is specially interested in ob- 
taining Thessaly. There is a religious 
maxim in Turkey to the effect that prop- 
erty acquired from “infidels” at the sac- 
rifice of Mohammedan blood, cannot be 
restored; and upon this maxim the sul- 
tan squarely plants himself. In ad- 
justing the terms of peace between the 
two countries, however, the powers 
will doubtless attach little importance 
| to the sultan’s religious fealty. 

Since the final cessation of hostilities 
some five or six weeks ago, the sultan 
has mobilized on the coveted frontier 
some 300,000 men. In addition to this 
display of military force, intended no 
doubt to have its effect upon the pow- 
ers, the sultan has compelled the na- 
tives of Thessaly under duress to sign 
petitions asking the powers to restord 
the frontier of Turkey. If there is a 
single stone which the sultan has left 
unturned in his efforts to secure Thes- 
saly, it is hard to locate it. 

Within the next few days, in all likeli- 
hood, some definite action will be taken 
by the powers; and it remains to be 
seen whether or not they are equal to 
the situation. If they settle the issues 
joined between the two countries on 
the basis of strict impartiality, they 
will secure to Greece the possession of 
both her fleet and frontier, awarding to 
Turkey only a fractional part of what 
she claims. If, on the contrary, they 
play directly into the sultan’s hands, 
they will not only be guilty of a flagrant 
outrage upon civilization but they will 
make the sultan more dangerous to the 
peace of Europe than he has ever been 
before. On account of the far-reaching 
consequences involved, the action of 
the powers is awaited with keen in- 
terest. !

From the foregoing table several in- 
teresting items may be noted. The 
first of these is that the production of 
silver for the year exceeded the produc- 
tion of gold by only $22.00,000, or 
barely more than one-third, showing 
that both metals are produced in rich 
abundance by our mines. Still another 
interesting item is that, while Cali- 
fornia continues to be the richest gold 
producing state in the union, Colora- 
do comes second on the list. With re- 
spect to the output of both metals com- 
bined, Colorado is far ahead of Cali- 
fornia. 

Of the gold-producing states of the 
south Georgia comes first with a total 
output for the vear of $151,990, and is 
followed by South Carolina, North Car- 
olina, Virginia, Texas, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and Maryland. In eddition to 
her gold output for the year Georgia 
also mined a small quantity of silver. 
The mines of this state are just he- 
ginning to attract fresh attention; and 
within the next few yeazs in all likeli- 
hood Georgia will rank high amerg 
the precious metal producing states of 
the union, 
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England’s Great Commoner Slighted 

Why Mr. Gladstone’s name should be 
omitted from the list of those who are 
to figure in the approaching jubilee fes- 


thing which cannot be reconciled with 
propriety and good taste. Mr. Glad- 
stone is, of course, indifferent to the 
honor of parading through the streets 
of London in the queen’s procession nor 
is such a display of himself in public 
suited to the old man’s taste; but, in 
view of the luster which his talents have 
shed upon British politics during the 
reign of Queen Victoria, some recogni- 
tion is due his distinguished services, 
and the failure of the crown to bestow 
this recognition upon him reflects more 
harshly upon England’s reigning sover- 
eign than it does upon the grand. old 
commoner himself. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Gladstone is today 
the foremost figure in Great Britain. 
But aside from the importance which 
attaches to his personality at the pres- 
ent time there is not a living English- 
man who has been more closely identi- 
fled with the reign of Queen Victoria 
than Mr. Gladstone. Indeed, the latter 
took his seat in the British house of 
commons five years before the former 
assumed her royal duties, and contin- 
uously since that time has commanded 
the attention of both hemispheres. Up- 
on his superb leadership the breadth of 
suspicion has never rested; and yet, in 
spite of his long career of public ser- 
vice, extending over a period of sixty- 
seven. years, Mr. Gladstone is treated by 
the management of the jubilee festivities 
as though he had never existed. 

The Lofidon Chronicle, one of the 
leading organs of the Ifberal party in 
Great Britain, roundly scores the man- 
agement for its treatment of Mr. Glad- 
stone. “What kind of a show is it,” 
says The Chronicle, “that gives a prom- 
inent place to the soldiers of Emperor 
William and to the representatives of 
Turkish barbarism and excludes the 
greatest living English statesman of

ship. In this jubilee year of her reign, 
when the congratulations of the world 
are flowing in upon her and she must 
needs be conscious of the place which 
she occupies in history, the queen 
should lay aside the petty jealoygies 
which may have clung to her in past 
years and treat Mr. Gladstone with be- 
coming magnanimity. If the queen al- 
lows her jubilee anniversary to pass by 
without bestowing some recognition up- 
on the grand old commoner, she will 
greatly diminish the splendor which 
the day’s observance will impart to her 
reign. 

But the treatment accorded Mr. Glad- 
stone is not the only complaint against 
the jubilee management which is made 
by the liberals. There seem to be other 
grave charges. Some of these charges 
are brought in a caustic editorial which 
recently appeared tn’ one of the liberal 
papers. Says the paper in question: 
“The Victorian era is conspicuous above 
all else in the progress of labor and the 
steady growth of self-government. Yet 
the working classes are ignored. A still 
more striking fact is that the presiding 
officers of the two houses of parliament 
are not recognized. The speaker’s of- 
fice is centuries old,.-while the speaker 
himself is the first commoner in Eng- 
land. He presides over the most famous 
institution in the kingdom and is the 
figurehead of democratic government; 
but he has no place in the procession.” 

These charges are not preferred in 
idleness. They spring from a deep- 
seated discontent and show that some- 
thing is radically wrong with the man- 
agement of things. . Unless decided 
changes are made within the next few 
days the observance of the queen’s jubi- 
lee anniversary on next Monday, in- 
stead of portraying the progress which 
Great Britain has achieved during the 
past sixty years of Queen Victoria’s 
reign, will amount to nothing more than 
em parade of royalty. If the occasion 
brings forth no better fruit than this, 
the observance had .better be called 
off. 
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Germany on the Congo. 

A dispatch from London states that 
Emperor William ort Germany has re- 
cently concluded negotiations with the 
king of Belgium whereby the latter is 
to grant important territorial conces- 
sions in the Congo Free State to a syn- 
dicate of German financiers and mer- 
chants. 

If the information contained in the 
dispatch can be relied upon, it means 
much for the development of that rich 
and fertile area of the dark continent. 
Germany has already accomplished 
great things in Africa, although barely 
thirteen years have elapsed since her 
colonists first set foot upon African soil. 
On the eastern coast of the dark conti- 
nent her territory extends for a dis- 
tance of 620 miles and embraces an area 
of 380,000 square miles, In addition to 
this colonial territory, however, she 
owns large possessions on the western 
coast. iy 

Under the vigorous touch of German 
enterprise the Congo.Free State will 
soon experience a most pronounced de- 
velopment, if the’ London dispatch has 
not misrepresented things. Before put- 
ting any reliance in this report, it is 
best to wait for its confirmation.

The petitioners voluntarily withdrew the 
petition yesterday when the case was call- 
ed before Judge Newman. They gave no 
reason for the withdrawal and the only 
reason so far found is that they knew the 
case would not stand.

The petition came up for a hearing at 12 
o’clock yesterday. Mr. Ben Hill and Mr. 
Frank Hughes were present to represent 
thé Tallulah Falls people, who had filed 
the petition.. The first thing done after 
the case Wds Called was for the attorneys 
for thé petitioners to get up and ask to 
withdraw the petition. Mr. Lauraine was 
not willing to have the charges against 
him’ withdrawn until he had filed his an- 
swer and had it inserted into the record. 
He was allowed to file his answer and then 
the motion for a withdrawal was consider- 
ed by Judge Newman, who dismissed the 
petition. 


Speaks of the Motive. 

Mr. Lauraine in his answer gives an in- 
sight into what is said to be the real mo- 
tive for the recently filed petition. He de- 
nies that he was guilty of any one of the 
offenses alleged in the petition. He says 
in his answer that when he took charge of 
the road it was in a very poor condition, 
and that the court was aware of the fact 
that his efforts nad been toward the up- 
building of the road instead of to the detri- 
ment or its imterests. 

Mr. Lauraine says that he never insulted 
Mrs. Smith as charged. He said that she 
went to him and demanded her trunk, and 
as she claimed that she had lost the cneck, 
he very naturally refused to give up the 
trunk until she would give some proof 
that it beionged to her.

Prosecution Say He Receives Visits from 
a Woman of Bad Character. 


SAY HE SENDS HER MONEY 


Letters Pass Between the Two, Watson 
Will Swear. 


SUPREME COURT TO HEAR CASE MONDAY 


It Is Perry’s Last Chance, and If the 
Judgment of the Lower Court Is 
Affirmed, Will/ Hang Soon. 


H. 8. Perry’s aileged infatuation for a 
notorious woman is following him and 
clinging to him, despite the fact that iron 
bars and blocks of stone separate him from 
liberty and the woman he is said to love. 

Perry’s prosecutors say that this infat- 
uation is dragging the imprisoned mur- 
derer to death on the ghost-like gibbet 
standing beneath his window. The gallows 
was built fer Hudson, but they say that 
Perry will die there. 

Perry’s fate will be known In a few short 
days. Next Monday the highest tribunal 
in Georgia will sit in judgment on his 
case. Six judges will act as jury. They. 
will say that he must die or they will give 
him another chance for life before twelve 
men. 

The woman, it {s said, will cause the 
verdict of the judges to be that Perry 
must die. There was a chance for a new 
trial, but the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion have just unearthed evidence tending 


to prove that Perry is even now guilty of 


the crime which it is charged led up to 
the killing of Lanier. 

It is known that the woman visited 
Perry in his cell at Decatur and evidence 
was given yesterday to the effect that 
Perry sends her money and contributes to 
her support, just as he was said to have 
done before the killing of Lanier. 

Cc. T. Watson, a man who worked with 
Perry in the express service, says that he 
will swear that Perry is even now re- 
ceiving visits from Mamie Read and that 
he sends her money. Watson says he 
knows this because he carried the money 
and arranged for the visit. 

Watson swears that he has been in the 
cell of the DeKalb jail at the same time 
with Perry and Mamie Read. He says that 
Perry and the woman -have been corre- 
sponding since Perry was placed in jail, 
and that he (Watson) has been the bearer 
of the letters.

That Is the Finding of the Blalock 
House Committes, 


, NESBITT EXPLAINS THE MATTER 


Says He Can Show How the Ap- 
parent Discrepancy Arose. 


SOME VERY POINTED REMARKS ARE MADE 


Colonel Nesbitt and Members of the 
Committee Squabble About Oil 
Receipts—In Secret Session. 


The house investigating committee stuck 
its inquisitive nose into the affeirs of the 
State agricultural department yesterday. 

As a result of the investigation, the 
committee claims to have unearthed dis- 
crepancies and shortages. It is claimed 
that there is a shortage of something like 
$200 In the tag department. 

Commissioner Nesbitt says that 
shortage can be explained. He has bee 
told by the committee to prepare his ex- 
planation. The commissioner has already 
gone to work to look over his books and 
show where the shortage comes in. 

The committee were very reticent last 
hight about what discoveries they made 
Mr. Swift was the most com- 
municative of the entire committee. He 
said that the day’s work had developed 
a great many irregularities in the agri- 
cultural department. He would not say 
of just what the alleged irregularities 
consisted, but said they were being dis- 
covered every day. 


Shortage in the Tag Department. 


The most of yesterday’s investigation 
was devoted to the fertilzer department of 
agriculture. The committee spent near 
all day trying to ferret out some lea 
whereby the money of the state is being 
wasted, but it seeme that nothing was 
discovered that cannot be explained sat- 
isfactorily. The investigation showed that 
the agricultural department does not use 
the surest system of bookkeeping. 

Commissioner Nesbitt did not deny that 
there might be small errors in the books, 
but he cheerfully offered to show where 
every cent of the money had gone. 

The committee found a shortage of $200 
in the account for fertilizer tags. It is 
claimed by the committee that the state 
has paid out that amount for tags that 
it has not received a return for, and of 
which there is no account made on the 
‘books. Mr. Nesbitt explains the shortage 
in this way: He says that there is one 
guano factory in the state which sacks 
its fertilizers in 467-pound bags instead of 
the regulation 200-pound bags. This short 
weight requires twelve sacks to make a 
ton, and consequently twelve tags are re- 
quired for every ton. Mr. Bennett, who 
manages this department, always reported 
to the commissioner that he had sold a 
certain amount of tags and Mr. Nesbitt 
booked the sales on the basis of ten tags 
to the ton. By this means there was a 
loss of two tags to every ton, which he 
Says caused the shortage of $200. 

Commissioner Nesbitt says that he will go 
over his. becks and find just how many 
tags he sold to the companies putting up 
their products in the light weight sacks, 
and in this manner he hopes to be able to 
show that there is no real shortage. 

Mr. Nesbitt asserts that he has saved 
the state money on tags, instead of losing 
it money. He says that when he went into 
office the price of the tags was $2.50 per 
thousand. Now he secures them at the 
reduced rate of $1.60 per thousand. In a 
few days he hopes to buy the tags for $1.25. 

Will Hew to the Line. 

Mr. Nesbfitt resents the sensational re- 
ports that have been circulated about his 
office. He was rather warm in some of his 
remarks to the committeemen yesterday. 
Ho and Mr. Swift had a lively little spat 
adout the receipts from the inspection of 
oils. Both men used rather plain language 
in - speaking to each other. Mr. Swift and 
others of the committee denied that they 
Ha@ any personal feeling tn the matter, 
but all of them said they expected to re- 
ort what they found and would hew to the 
ine, let the chips fall where they may. 

The committee went into the investigation 
of State Chemist Payne’s office late yes- 
terday afternoon. When the reporters went 
in to watch the proceedings of the investi- 
gation they were informed by Chairman 
Blalock that the investigations were held 
in executive session and that newspaper 
men would not be allowed to attend the 
meetings. 

When asked what discrepancies had been 
discovered in the agricultural department, 
he replied that the finding of the committee 
would not be given out. “It will all be ex- 
plained in our report to the legiglature,”’ 
said Mr. Blalock. 


THE INDIAN RESPITED. 


GOVERNOR YESTERDAY GRANTED 
CLEMENCY TO LOWRY. 


The Indian Will Not Die Before July 
16th Under the Present Ar- — 
rangements. 


Governor Atkinson issued an order yes- 
terday respiting until July 16th M. Lowry, 
a Croatan Indian trapper who was convict- 
ed of the murder. of another trapper 
named Burns in Glynn county. 

The case has been before Governor At- 
kinson for several days and on petitions 
from a large number of prominent citizens 
a number of lawyers and the solicitor gen- 
eral of the county he decided to respite the 
man in order to hear evidence that was not 
obtainable at the time of the trial. 

It seems that Burns was shot and when 
he went to the house of a neighbor and 
fell to the ground in the throes of death 
he made a dying declaration in which he 
named Lowry as his murderer. | 

The eitigzens and lawyers who have inter- 
ested themselves in the case of the Indian 
claim that they have evidence which will 
impeach the dying statement of Burns. 
There is also other evidence which has an 
important hearing on the case. 

Lowry and Burns were tr rs and 
made their living by fishing and hunting. 
They lived together and one day had a 
quarrel. A short while afterwards Burns 
was shot and he named Lowry.as his .as- 
sassin.

Both feet of three members of 
that committee rest on the anti-lunch res- 
clution, and there are other councilmanic 
feet of all sizes ready to stamp what lit- 
tle life remaing in the down-trodden pa- 
per. The committee will report the paper 
adversely, and that means the end of the 
scheme, 

Petitions for Beer License. 


At its meeting yesterday afternoon, the 
committee, Alderman Hirsch and Coun- 
cilmen Camp and Maddox, passed upon a 
big ‘batch of petitions for liquor and beer 
heense for the year beginning July lst. 
All of the saloon licenses expire. on that 
day, and the committee will make a report 
to the council Monday, reporting ere 
all of the petitions of saloon men now hold- 
ing license and doing business. 

‘he number of petitions for liquor l- 
cense approved by the committee is sev- 
enty. Each saloon is required to pay an 
annual license fee of $1,000, and the seventy- 
six petitions will bring the city $76,000 in 
revenue this year. 

Tweny-six peitions for beer license 
were passed upon favorably. Each license 
costs 3250 annually, which means a revenue 
of $6,500 for the city annually for the sale 


of beer. 

The total revenue which will be derived 
by the city during the next twelve months 
for retail liquor and beer saloons will 
amount to $82 600, if all the petitions are 
approved by the council.

Judge Anderson Calls Attention To a 
Point in the Contract. 


CONTRACT CONTAINS NO REVERTING CLAUSE 


The City Attorney Replies to the Res- 
olution of Alderman Woodward’ 
Relating To the Big Deal. 


Guueeseseen 


City Attorney Judge James Anderson has 
sent a communication to the mayor and 
general council in response to the action 
of council on the resolution imtroduced 
at the last meeting by Alderman Wood- 
ward providing that the city shall receive 
a fee simple title to the courthouse pur- 
chased by it when the last payment is 
made, 

The city attorney was asked to give his 
views as to the merits of the contract 
entered into between the city and county, 
and in hig communication he reviews the 
terms of the agreement and the rights of 
the city and county. 

Alderman Woodward's resolution, if 
adopted, would have the effect of hold- 
ing up the trade entered into between the 
city and county, it stipulating that no 
payment on the purchase of the court- 
house shall be made except with the clear 
understanding that the city shall receive 
a fee simple title to the property without 
conditions and obligations to the county. 
The point involved is that under the con- 
| tract the city is to use the courthouse 

property for city hall purposes so long 
as the county shall use the adjoining lot 
and butiding to be erected thereon for 
courthouse purposes. 

Alderman Woodward objects to this 
agreement and he says he wants the City 
to be left free to sell the property at will 
or use it = it may desire. 


Judge Anderson Says. 


Judge Anderson takes the position that 
the trade was entered into between the 
city and county with a clear understanding 
of the point involved and that it was 
understood ‘and agreed by all parties that 
the city and county should live close to- 
gether. His communication is to the effect 
that the county can undoubtedly give a 
‘Clear title to the property, the only condi- 
tion being that the city agrees to use the 
property for oity hall purposes, so long 
as the county uses the adjoining property. 

But nh Anderson has discovered a 
new point in the case which is of consider- 
able importance. He says the agreement 
entered into between the city and county 
contains no reverting clause and that 
should the city fail to carry out its part 
of the agreement the county would have 
no recourse except to sue the city for 
damages. It was generally supposed that 
the contract contained a reverting clause 
and that in case the city failed of refused 
to fulfill the agreement the property would 
revert back to the county, but Judge An- 
derson says this is not the case. 

This point is the principal one in Judge 
Anderson’s communication, the remainder 
being a review of the resolution of Mr. 
Woodward and of the contract and its 
terms as referred to above.

‘Not Allowed To Leave Their Hacks 
‘Under Any Pretext, They Bit- 
| terly Complain. 


The hackmen of Atlanta are sending up 
&® wail against oppression. They are cry- 
ing out for liberty and relief from the 
restraints put upon them by the police who 
are enforcing the new city law which 
seems to have been designed to keep the 
hackmen on their hack seats and prevent 
them from disturbing the quiet and peace 
about the union depot. 

The hhackmen say they are friendless, 
alone in the commercial world, and that 
their whole existence is made up of one 
continuous difficult and troublesome effort 
to obey the mandates of two or three po- 
lice officers whose duty\it is, in part, to see 
vont Pr yee ordinance in enforced. The 
en deciare they are slaves to the 
authority of the aforesaid othesrs and that 
their liberty (the hackmen's) is so limited

The hackmen and their business are regu- 
lated. by the police. They say they are 
regulated by iron hands. The hackmen 
may have cause for complaint. They as- 
sert as much. Here is what one of them 
says in a letter addressed to Judge An- 
derson, city attorney, some of the sentences 
being corrected and words omitted at in- 
tervals for the sake of the queen’s English: 


The Hackmen’s Piteous Wail. 


“Special to Judge Anderson, City At- 
torney—The evening watch of the Atlanta 
police force, two officers, Petty and Pon- 
der, one around the Kimball house, the 
other around the depot, and Sergeant 
Poole command hackmen to stay at his 
hack, bound down like a prisoner. I would 
rather be in jail. Listen at this, pease. 
We can’t go across the street to get oil to 
put in our lamps; we can’t leave to get a 
drink of water; if a lady or gentleman 
calls 8 we can’t leave our hack to see 
what they want; we can't feed our horses; 
we cant water our horses. If we bring a 
passenger to the depot we can’t carry 
their grips in for them. Suppose an in- 
valid lady or gentleman have several 
bundles or grips and want us to carry 
them in the depot for them. If we do we'll 
find our hacks in the station house and 
can't get a copy of charges. We will be 

‘ked up the same as if:we had killed 
some one. Is this lawful or not? is what 
I want to know. Some few days ago a 
hackman was arrested and fined on the 
above charge. If a man rides in our hacks 
half a night and then says: ‘George, this 
is on you,’ we can’t make him pay us and 
he walks off laughing. What is the poor 
hackmen to do? Wishing to receive an 
earfy reply fr@ém Judge Anderson.

It is proposed to use the belgian blocks 
taken up from Pryor street in relaying the 
two streets mentioned.

WORKING FOR A_ REACTION 


State That the Market ‘Would Prove 
Healthier with One Rather Than 
Continued Steady Advance. 


New York, June 17.—The strong -upward 
tendency of prices for securities was re- 
sumed on the stock exchange today after 
the reactionary tendency of the last two 
days. A powerful group of professional 
traders have been selling out their hold- 
ings during the two previous days to 
realize profits. They have coupled this 
maneuver with the expression of the con- 
viction that the market would prove heal- 
thier for a reaction rather than with too 
long a continuance of a steady advance. 
The reaction has not been caused by any 
general conditions seriously affecting 
values, but as an indication of the above 
fact has been largely the result of manipu- 
lation with a view to keeping up its tope. 
Yesterday’s selling was accompanied by 
some expressions of apprehension regard- 
ing possible foreign complications growing 
out of the Hawaiian annexation project. 
But these apprehensions were heard no 
more today. The reaction had not reached 
serious proportions, and the offerings to 
realize have been well absorbed. Today’s 
developments indicate either that the 


large operators have completed the takings | 


of their profits or have found the market 
too firm to effect.a marked reaction. They 
were in the field as large buyers again to- 
day and all the smaller operators flocked 
to their leadership to swell the demand for 
stocks. The buying seemed directed again 
to the leading stocks in which the strong 
upward movement of three weeks ago 
originated and which have been for some 
time stationary, while the bull campaign 
was relegated to other groups. The mur- 
ket today was largely professional, com- 
‘mission houses not being conspicuously in 
evidence. This class of buying has di- 
minished during the reaction of the previ- 
ous two days, as was to be expected. 
Operations for the foreign account were 
also of emall dimension, London being en- 
grossed with jubilee festivities, though 
“some selling for London was done early 
in the day. Prices for Americans were 
lower in London, and this worked an 
early decline for the interests here, which 
was practically the only exception to the 
uninterrupted advance of the whole mar 
ket all day, except a few profit-taking 
sales at the close. 

The small lines of short selling which 
were put out yesterday in a tentative way 

were driven to cover today, and added to 
- the strong factors in the market. Some of 
the specialties enjoyed the benefit of spe- 
ctal influences, and this also added to the 
strength of the market. St. Paul was 
the leader of the market in volume of 
transactions, with over 30,000 shares; Chi- 
cago Gas, Burlington and Sugar coming 
next, in the order named. St. Paul was 
retarded by London selling, but was strong 
on the second week statement, showing 
an increase of nearly $31,000 ‘in the gross 
earnings, and, like the first week earnings, 
the largest for the corresponding period 
since 1893. Des Moines and Ft. Dodge 
preferred jumped 8 per cent on the an- 
nouncement of the dividend of 6 per cent.

Atlanta, June 17.—The volume of bus- 
iness in cotton has been rather small to- 
day with no particular feature, but a 
strong undertone has prevailed, and. prices 
have gradually worked toward/a higher 
level, showing a net gain of 3 to 5 points 
over yesterday’s close. While the demand 
for spot cotton in Liverpool showed a 
considerable falling off this morning as 
compared with the past two days, spin- 
ners, nevertheless, took 15,00 bales, and 
as futures were firmer than our de- 
cline of yesterday afternoon justified, a 
favorable effect was exerted upon prices 
here at the opening, which was from 1 to 
2 points higher than last eveni 
withstanding the fact that crop’ advices 
are very favorable there has been a suf- 
ficiently large speculative demand to ab- 
sorb the offerings and bring the improve- 
ment above noted. Liverpool has bought 
moderately, and the south has also sent 
buying orders, and while the feeling con- 
tinues rather pessimistic, there seems very 
little disposition to anticipate a decline in 
values by operations on the short side in 
view of the almost unprecedented strength 
of the statistical position and the improv- 
ing condition at Manchester and Fall 
River.

EXPORT CLEARANCES GOOD 


Corn and Oats Each Lost a Fraction, 
While Provisions Developed Firm- 
ness and Closed Higher. 


Chicago, June 17.~Wheat after fluctuat- 
ing over a range of 1 cent per bushel, 
closed at prices substantially unchanged 
from yesterday, good seaboard clearances 
and cash business causing the market to 
recover from a decline caused by the fa- 
vorable weather. 

Corn and oats were not so fortungéfe, 
however, losing \c of their previous values. 
Provisions developed firmness and closed 
about 10c higher all around. 

Wheat—There was decided dullness in 
the wheat pit almost throughout the ses- 
sion. The Liverpool market appeared in- 
clined to go its own way. It opened %d 
lower for July and 4d higher for Septem- 
ber, notwithstanding yesterday’s 1%4c de- 
cline here. Any influence this might have 
had, however, was overshadowed by the 
domestic crop condition and weather re- 
ports. July opened at 68i%c, compared with 
yesterday’s closing price of 68%4@68%c, and 
in the course of an hour had worked slug- 
gishly down to 67%c. 

Heavy rain fell in the neighborhood of 
Chicago in the night and very generally 
eastward to the Atlantic.’ Rain had been 
general almost throughout the northwest, 
and, therefore, the previous good condition 
of spring wheat was insured for at least 
another ten days to come. In the west 
and southwest it had not rained, which 
was of course favorable for harvesting of 
winter wheat. Chicago receipts were six- 
teen carloads, and 66,000 bushels were in- 
spected out. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ported receipts of 219 cars, against 221 last 
week and 251 a year ago. The first thing 
to reassure the bulls and inspire them with 
courage enough to hedge on their wheat 
was when the day’s clearances from Bos- 
ton were found to be 230,000 bushels. The 
market commenced on that to recover, but 
there was too little life in the trade and 
too few anxious shorts in view of the fa- 
vorable crop weather to give prices much 
of a hoist. Later in the day, when the to- 
tal quantity cleared from the seaboard 
Was equal to 585,000 bushels, of which 
432,000 bushels was wheat, the price gained 
another slight improvement. Later still 
135,000 bushels cash wheat was worked for 
immediate shipment and that added a little 
more strength to the market. It was al- 
lowed to work its way up to 69c without 
starting any picnic among the shorts. At 
that price there was profits and the mar- 
ket reacted to 68l4¢c, which was the closing 
price. 

Corn attracted a fair amount of atten- 
tion without any material change in prices 
resulting therefrom. The opening was 
easy with favorable weather reports. Some 
reaction followed with good buying, but 
the belief that another big crop was almost 
assur was too strong to be overcome, 
and ices declined again under short sell- 
ing. A good cash business was done. Re- 
ceipts were 428 cars. July opened %c lower 
at 24%c, advanced to 26%c and reacted to 
24%ac, where it closed. 

Oats—In oats shorts bought early and 
created a firm feeling for a brief period 
after the weak opening. Selling orders 
from the country were on the market all 
day, however, and caused an easy tone to 
prevail during the greater part of the ses- 
sion. Business was incliried to be dull, 
and no special feature was reported. Re- 
ceipts amounted to 283 cars. July opened 
%@%c lower at 18%c with corn, declined to 
184gc and closed 18%@18\c. 

Provisions opened easy on liberal re 
ceipts of hogs here and at other packing 
points. A good demand developed at the 
decline and prices had a small recovery, 
closing near the top of the advance.

reer Pics last quarter, which is as yet un- 

One quarter’s rent is now long past due, 
and in a few days another quarter will be 
due. When the second quarter’s rent be- 
corés due Attorney General Terrell, on 
behalf of the state, will bring suits against 
the men unless the amount of the two 
quarter’s rent is paid. The sum that will 
be due within a few days will amount ta 
$83,060, and the state will take steps tq, col- 
lect this from the bondsmen and Richards. 

Formal demand has been made by the 
state for the rent of the road under the 
Richards lease, but the rent has not been 
paid either by Richards or his bondsmen. 
The sureties on the bond are D. H. Liver- 
more, W. R. Ware and Martin Dooley, 
and all three of these gentlemen are said 
to be perfectly solvent and good for the 
amount of the indebtedness claimed by the 
State under the lease. 

“I am quite certain that some arrange- 
ment will be made to pay up the rent be- 
fore any suits are filed,” said Mr. D. H. 
Livermore. “I have a teiegram whicn 
came today from Richards. He is now in 
New York looking after his Wall street 
business, and states that he will be in At- 
lanta before the day the road is advertised 
to be solid,” | 

It is not kndwn just what are the plans 
of Richards in regard to the future of the 
Northeastern, but from his former connec- 
tion with the road and certain statements 
which he has thrown out, the prevailing 
impression is that he intends to purchase 
the property when it is sold at auction by 
Governor Atkinson on June 2ist. 

It will be remembered that when the 
legislature authorized the sale of the 
property Governor Atkinson was instruct- 
ed to sell the road for a sum not less than 
$287,000, this being the upset price named 
by the legislature. It now appears that no 
one will be willing to pay this amount for 
the property, and it may be that no sale 
will occur on June 2ist, and that it will be- 
come necessary for the legislature to re- 
duce the price at its next session. 

“I do not believe Richards will give any- 
thing like $287,000 for the Northeastern,”’ 
said Mr. Livermore yesterday. ‘The figure 
is too high, and is more than the property 
is worth. It’s true the state gave that 
much for the property. In my opinion, 
the property is worth about $150,000.” 


THE COURTS MAY TAKE A HAND 


GATE CITY GUARD LITIGATION 
MAY COME YET. 


Old Guard Declares It Has Made No 
‘ Proposition Looking Toward 
a Settlement. 


The situation in the Gate City Guard 
litigation has grown complicated. 

Existing in the two factions are many 
opinions, and the proposition for settle- 
ment may never te accepted and the case 
may yet be fought through the courts. In 
fact, the old members say they have never 
made any proposition for settlement, and 
if any was made, it was unauthorized. The 
active members say a proposition was 
made. 

On account of the disagreements which 
have arisen over the alleged proposition, 
it is quite probable that the effort to reach 
a settlement of the matter out of the 
courts will fail and the bill, which is still 
pending, may be heard at any time that 
will be convenient for Judge Beck. It will 
be remembered that Judge Lumpkin and 
Judge Candler were disqualified to sit in 
the case, consequently -the original bill 
was signed and the order allowed by 
Judge Beck. 

‘You may state upon absolute authority,” 
said Mr W. B. Cumm s yesterday, 
“that the old guard has made no proposi- 
tion for settlement. That is absolutely 
true, for if any proposition had been made, 
I would have been consulted. You can also 
say that the old guard has taken no ac- 
tion whatever tn the matter, and that the 
bill which was filed by myself and others is 
still pending in the courts. 

"Tr there has been any proposition, it did 
rot come from the old guard. I understand 
a proposition was made by the active 
guard, but this has not been acted upon 
by our comnany. At a meeting of the ac- 
tive guard, the entire question was left to 
its alleged board of trustees for settlement. 
We deny that this board of trustees was 
legally elected and our contention is that 
there are no trustees who can act for 
them.’’ 

Several members of the old guard who 
were seen yesterday stated they did not 
know what would be done in the premises, 
but it was their opinion that the case 
would finally pass through the courts for 
adjustment and adjudication. They de- 
clared that the old guard had not consent- 
ed to settle the case and that it was their 
intention to await developments.
